Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims Ml are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yamamoto et 
al.. 

Yamamoto et al. discloses the invention as claimed. Note Figs. 1-7 shows the optical disk 
recording and reproducing apparatus having the substrate of the optical disk being less than .3mm 
(see column 6, line 55); the objective lens (6), the forward lens (7); inherently indicating that 
there is a lens holder for fixing the objective lens and forward lens and to provide focussing servo 
control (see column 2, lines 1-15); actuator (12) for driving the objective lens and forward lens 
for focussing; and wherein the objective lens and forward lens having a total numerical aperture of 
.8 (see column 10), as set forth by the claims. See the description of the figures for further detail 
relating to the limitation as set forth in the dependent claims. 
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Conclusion

disclosure. 

Knight and Hirono et al., both discloses an optical disk recording and reproducing 
apparatus having an optical pickup with an objective lens and a forward lens.
